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NO MAJORITY MAY RULE AGAINST 
GOD'S LAW. 


Prior to its triennial convention, recently held in 

St. Louis, we had read much about the intention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church to lace an absolute ban 
on “remarriage after divorce.” However, we are now 
informed that when a vote was taken on this measure, 
the same was lost. Hitherto, a clergyman of that 
church was permitted to marry a divorcee if he or she

nd taken this position a century ago we should not 

have anything like the divorce evil we have today. 
The Roman Catholic Church has stood for the purity 
of family life in America.” Dr. Wrigley, of Brooklyn, 
defending the proposed amendment to the old canon, 
declared: “There is not the slightest evidence in the 
New Testament to show that Jesus Christ ever gave 
the approval of remarriage. On the contrary, the 
Scriptures indicate that in the marriage of an inno- 
eent rty in a divorce, adultery is committed in re- 
‘2 ave. For 1800 years the whole church of the 
-West—Anglican and Roman—would not allow re- 

matriage. Hence this canon is not revolutionary.’ 

These two gentlemen spoke the truth, and, it being 
the truth, no majority vote in favor of a different 
‘measure was allowable. Not what man wants, but 
what God- demands, is the only basis of legitimate 
action. The Catholic Church would not feel that all 
her bishops in conjunction with the Pope could alter 
any law given directly by Christ Himself. The fol- 
lowers of Christ, and even His representatives in the 
teaching and governing body of the Church, must 
execute His mandates, comply with His requirements, 
no matter if human prudence or policy should suggest 
relaxation of the same. 

A layAlelegate, in opposing the amendment, as- 
serted that “its adoption would drive people out of the 
church and would result in. ministers of other denomi- 
nations performing the ceremony, which the Protes- 
tant Episcopal church refused to perform.” 

What of ‘it? “The end does not justify the 
means.” The Catholic Church stood by the law of 
Christ even though it meant the loss of a whole nation 
to the faith. This nation chanced to be that in which 
the Episcopal church took its birth; in. fact, there 
would have been no Episcopal church during these last 
four centuries, and there would be none today had it 
not been for the loyalty of the Catholic Church to the 
law of God Himself, which was reaffirmed by Christ, 
“What God hath joined together let no man put 
asunder.” 


The New Testament furnishes five clear declara- 
tions on the indissolubility of marriage, and two 
(Matt. V, 32; XTX, 9) which are not so clear, but which 
are so easily reconcilable with the other five. 

st. Paul (1 Cor. VII, 10, 11) makes it plain that 
parties to a marriage remain husband and wife even 
after separation, no matter what might have been the 
cause for separation. And how could St. Paul use the 
words “Not I, but the Lord, command,” and then omit 
the exception? He would not be representing tha Lord 
correctly. Does the same Paul refer to the exception 
when treating of the same matter in Rom. VII, 2 2, 3? 
No, he says that death alone dissolves the marriage 
vow. Then how is it that Luke and Mark know noth- 
ing of the exception? The former writes (Luke XVI, 
18): Everyone that putteth away his wife and mar- 

~\pieth another, committeth adultery; and he that mar- 
her that is put away from her husband, com- 
/mitteth adultery, And the latter (Mark X, 11, 12) is 
equally clear with Paul and Luke: “Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, and marry another, committeth 
adultery against her.” “And if the wife shall put away 
her husband, and be married to another, she com- 
mitteth adultery. ” Surely, if unprejudiced reason 
should deal with the situation, it would argue thus: 
Mark in two places, Paul in two passages, and Luke, 
record our Lord’s ordinance. They make no allusion

“a success.” as the world conceives of this.. Riches and 
honors were his, legions of friends and retinues of servants, and all that 
the heart of man can desire in the goods of earth. He was clothed in 
purple and fine linen, and feasted sumptuously every day. He strutted 
bravely on the stage of life for his brief space, and all the world ap- 
plauded. For the rest, the Scripture tells us of his fate, 


Such is earthly prosperity and fame, without the love of God. There 
are many brothers of Dives and many who wish to be enrolled in their 
relationship. In his own worldly set Dives was most probably esteemed 
as an “excellent fellow.” Had he lived in our day he might possibly have 
contributed liberally to the most advanced propaganda for the “uplift of 
humanity.” 


In the eyes of Heaven success is rated very differently. So vulgar a 
person in the sight of the world as the beggar Lazarus, lying full of sores 
at the cates of Dives, was a true success as the angels saw it. Yet even 
the very servants of the rich man did not deign to notice him. The dogs 
alone showed any friendliness, following the instincts of their nature. 
Gladly would Lazarus have been satisfied with the crumbs that fell from 
the rich man’s table, had they been given him. But the hour of God’s 
reckoning is never very far. 


“And it eame to pass,” the Scripture says, “that the beggar died, anf 
was carried by angels into Abraham’s bosom. And the righ man also 
died: and he was buried in hell.” Such is the contrast between the judg- 
ment of the Almighty and the judgment of man.

Nothing is more important in our day, or in any day, than a clear 
notion of what constitutes success. It is the one purpose of life. All men 
wish to- succeed, and in turn wish their children to succeed after them. 
It is right that they should have this ambition. The desire for success 
should ever be the supreme thought with all of us, but it must be the suc- 
cess of which Heaven approves and which can stand the test of the judg- 
ment of God. 

In what, then, does success consist? What is true success as distin- 
guished from the Dives kind which not a few Catholics seem to ambition?
